‘The important conference at 
Nanking could not have better 
advice on certain aspects of its de- 
Uberations than in the translation 
of Mr. Li Ming's impressions of his 
recent tour abroad. Mr. Li Ming 
‘was on private business bent. He, 
carried an honorary mission, how~ 
ever, from the Ministry of Finance 
to survey the monetary systems of 
other nations. He has now com- 
municated his formulated ideos to 
his fellow-countrymen. ‘The Eng- 
lish version which this journal is 
privileged to publish to-day will 
be read with special interest in the 
Ught of the knowledge that it 
already has secured a wide circula~ 
tion among Chinese. They thus 
have the opportunity of learning 
what a Chinese banker, versed In 
financial affairs and a shrewd ob- 
server of current events, considers 
to Ee important lessons for them 
in the present economic conditions 
the world over. Mr. Li Ming has 
suceinetly outlined his views of the 
situation in Europe and America 
in order to deduce therefrom his 
conclusions regarding China's own 
economic problems. Dealing with 
Great Britain's recovery, he realizes 
that, due as it is to the stable 
foundations of British industry 
‘and commerce, supported by 
sound banking institutions, it stilt 
{alls short of completeness. ‘The 
depressed state of the cotton ‘ex- 
tile industry is giving anxious 
moments, But, above all, British 
recovery depends for its ‘continu 
ance at the present rate, on the 
promise of an early return to 
normality in America and on the 
Continent, From the United 
States more encouraging reports 
have been coming of late, and the 
success which Mr. Li Ming notes 
fas having been achieved in Great 
Britain may be reasonably expect- 
‘ed to hold, unless Europe's capacity 
for recovery is unduly obstructed. 
But the acute development of eco- 
nomic nationalism, which is the fea~ 
ture of many government policies, 
brings the mind to consideration 

- of China's prospects. In that re- 
gard Mr. Li Ming is severely prac- 
tical.

He 
would rather address himself to 
the problem of development by 
Jconsidering the employment of 
foreign capital. Here he implicit- 
ly delivers a frontal attack on the 
misapprehensions which have 
baulked full use of that remedy. 
[Looking to the resources of the 
cour iry, critics have been incined 
to believe that those resources can 
be utilized for China's benef: 
without any regard to the ways a1 
/means of developing them. Foreign 
capital bas been treater as an evil 
Instrument which, if used at all, 
must be deprived of any power to 
derive a reasonable profit from its 
‘Operations. Thence has sprung 
that conflict of politices—the de- 
Jclared encouragement of foreign 
Jeapital and the simultaneous erea- 
tion of a network ** dk.v'ves for 
hampering ii and depriving it of 
Jany sustenance. Reasonable ob- 
Jections to exploitation, in the sin- 
ister sense of the term, have been 
‘confused with harassing  restrie~ 
tions which have all too effectively 
Prevented efficient exploitation of 
the right kind. The result is that 
Jotherwise valuable resources have 
‘been doomed to uneconomic idle 
ress. Agriculture has been starved 
for the want of proper communtca 
tions.

BANDIT DANGERS 
Dec. 13. 
The kidnapping of an American 


missionary and his family by Com- 
munists in southern Anhwei is 
only surprising in so far as the 


junfortunate victims appear _to 
fhave ‘been under the impression 
that the neighbourhood was safe. 
|Anhwei has long borne an unenvi- 
jable reputation for bandit activi- 
tes. ‘The dispersal of the Kiangsi 
Communists has probably agera- 
vated the position. Thus the 
major has been replaced by a 
minor—but no less intricate prob- 
lem. It is one thing to deal with 
large bodies of marauders; it is 
Jquite another to detect and round 
up little bands which, probably 
Jauite well armed, have great 
mobility, resources for ready dis- 
jguise and a faculty for keeping 
well out of the way of superior 
forces. In Anwhei the miscreants 
‘appear to be mainly Communists 
dislodged from Kiangs. In the 
Ineighbouring provinces of Che- 
kiang there have been bandits, 
disdaining any Communist label 
who have managed to create a 
sense of insecurity in various re- 
gions. It is credibly reported, for 
example, that they have on occa- 
sions occupied villages and towns 
and, by terrorist methods, virtual 
ly ruled the roost for weeks at a 
time. In Kiangsu, on the left bank 
of the Yangtze, a similar dificulty 
has arisen in another — form, 
Light is thrown on this deve- 
lopment by the news that the 
inhabitants of Tsingkiang have 
[petitioned General Chiang Kai- 
shek for the return oi troops to 
‘cope with the local situation. Ap- 
parently, until eighteen months 
ago, the ist Route Army, under 
General Tseng Tiao-yuan, was 
t effective in keeping the ban- 
Jdits in check. Their departure left 
the problem of dealing with ban- 
lditry in the hands of the 
[local authorities who had to resort 
to the courts for trial of arrsted 
bandits. This is considered to 
have undone the good work per- 
formed by the soldiers who, by 
swift methods of court-martial, put 
ja very proper sense of fear into’ 
‘the minds of the bandits and thus 
ensured security for peaceful 
citizens. 

There are local troops still 
‘charged with the suppression of 
banditry but, with the laudable 
Idea of asserting the authority of 
the civil administration it has been 
‘decided that they shall hand their 
jcaptives over to the courts. The 
jcourts cannot be blamed. They 
Ihave to act according to the proce- 
dure prescribed by law. This may 
be suitable for dealing with the 
lordinary offender. It is a positive 
godsend to the hardened bandit. 
[He finds that there are magnificent 
Noopholes for delay and eventual 
Jescape, if not scotfree, at least with 
a purely nominal penalty. The 
natural result is that there is a 
‘marked increase in the cases of 
banditry and the towns and vil- 
ages are getting exceedingly ner- 











root of the trouble. The military 
authorities are disheartened for 
they feel that their police work is 
rendered nugatory by the use of 
kidglove processes for handling 
the bandits. The danger lies in 
the fact that these bandits—d 
‘to crime, it is freely recognized, by 
‘economic causes—form themselves 
into small parties and, assuming 
the garb of peaceful villagers with 
‘powerful firearms concealed about 
their persons, enter towns without 
hindrance. Secure from detection 
or serious risk of resistance, they 
proceed to rob and even carry off 
some respectable citizen in fur 
therance of their nefarious pur- 
‘suits. Only about three weeks 
‘ago in the city of Tsingkiang itself, 
Jaccording to this journal's corres- 
jpondent, seven armed bandits in 
‘this manner carried off the owner 
‘of a bath house from within city 
limits. This occurred just before 
‘nightfall and so immediate pursuit 
‘was impossible. It js believed that 
in North Kiangsu the situation is 
much better in hand. South 
/Kiangsu is the sufferer. Perhaps 
jit acquires its present affliction 
from proximity to baneful Anhwei. 
Yet it seems that the main cause 
lies in the loss by the bandits of 
any fear of the arm of the law. 
‘That arm—in their desperate cir- 
‘cumstances—has necessarily to be 
supported by speedy sanctions, the 
deterrent severity of which is not 
in doubt.

THE WAR ON DRUGS

u. Mr. Blanco, after many 
years residence in China, during 
which, he says, he became aware 
of the gravity’ of the opium and 
narcotics problems, joined the 
‘secretariat of the League of Na- 
tions, with which he served for 
five ‘and a half years. Becoming 
convinced that he could more use- 
fully contribute towards the fight 
against the illicit drug trae ss a 
free lance, he resigned from the 
service of the League in 1928, and 
‘on August 1 of that year inaugu- 
rated the Anti-Opium Information 
Bureau. The aim of the director 
was to rake known the various 
phases of the Opium problem snd, 
Darticularly, the remedies that 
might be applied with a view to 
bringing about the much desired 
Umitation of manufacture of nar- 
cotles, In an endeavour to stimu- 
late public opinion on the matter 
the Bureau gives to the Press, to 
institutions’ and governments” in- 
terested in the solution of the 
drug problem, information as to 
what Is being done, what Is not 
being done and what could be 
done in dealing with the matter. In 
@ statement issued a few méuths 
after the inauguration of the 
Bureau, it was pointed out that the 
undertaking was a purely private 
affair, receiving no financial assis 
tance’ from any quarter, govern 
ment or private, selling’ nothing, 
and accepting no monetary dona- 
tlons. No one could subscribe to 
it and none could modify its 
Policy. ‘The aim of the director 
was perfectly clear. He desired to 
be completely at liberty to follow 
the end he had in view, and by 
refusing to be dependent for fina 
cial support on any body or in- 
stitution, he preserved a freeéom 
of action which he considered best 
calculated to further his policy. 
‘That attitude was, however, 
modified very early in’ the history 
of the Bureau, for In a statement 
to the Press on August 1, 1933, 
on the completion of its fifth ye 
of activity it was stated that from 
August 1, 1928, to July, 1992, it 
was able'to operate through" the 
generous support which it rece-ved 
from the late Mr. C. K, Crane, of 
Los Angeles, which fact was ‘not 
made known during his lifetime. 
From August 1, 1932, until July 31, 
1033, the same support was con- 
tinued by Mr. Z. Marshall Crane 
and Mrs. Zenas Crane, of Dalton, 
Massachusetts, who had borne the 
expenses of the Bureau, while a 
number of other donations were 
accepted and acknowledged. ‘The 
institution entered its sixth vear 
with a guarantee of U.S$i,000 
from, the last named supporters, & 
logacy to the bureau of $5,000 and 
@ personal one of $1,000 to Mr. 
Blanco, from Mr. C. K. Crane both 
of which on receipt were to be de- 
voted to. the needs of the Bureau, 
‘During that year, which ended on 
July 31, 1934, the following contri- 
butions’ to the Bureau's budget 
‘were recelved:—From Mr. Z, Mar- 
shall Crane, and Mrs. Zenas 
Crane Swiss Frs. 3,400.75; from the 
Chinese Government S.Frs. 3,050, 
900: Anonymous through Mr. Rer- 
bert UL.

Feal service. No activity arrayed 
against the illicit drug traffic, 
however, should be discouraged 
because’ of the smallness of its 
finances. Indeed, it would be 
better, once it is’ proved that It is 
rendering a real service, for plans 
to be devised whereby the neces- 
sary funds can be obtained to ex- 
tend the scope of its operations. 
‘Those who are fighting on the 
same side might then very well 
consider the wisdom of extending 
‘a larger proportion of assistance 
than it is at present receiving.

No doubt conditions 
fare different in some respects but i 
Js hoped that, when the licensing of 
private pullers has been working 
Tong enough to give familiarity with 
the system, no great difficulty will be 
‘experienced in adopting the course 
which has worked fairly well for 
motorists.

Pastor Lo's Story

Heavy ‘Taxation 

Each bus that leaves Kiating for 
Chengtu pays $14 to a road repair 
tax office, the rickshaws contribute 
fas well and this long stretch of road, 
is being consistently repaired. ‘Three 
new bridges are taking the place of 
those swept away by the summer 
floods. ‘The service is fairly regular 
and costs $f 

Another tax story came to me in 
the following form:— Landlords. get 
710 of the rice output of their 
farms—this would net the landlords 
of a 100 mow, 180 piculs of ri 
which on the market would bring 
him $800 at to-day's cheap prices. 
He pays annual taxes equal to $280 
and ‘then $20 in local taxes in all 
'$200, the $90 remaining is not enough 
to tive on. 

‘They tell me the tenante fare bet 
ter, but here is the story. The 
tenants get 8/10 or 55 piculs of the 
tunhulled rice, valued now at $168. 
But one must remember that a farm 
‘of 100 mow may be divided among 
four or five tenants. If there are 
five tenants then each one would 
receive $39 for his annual crop. In 
addition, of course, the tenant has the 
crops of the hill land, wheat, beans 
‘or corn and his firewood, if any. 
Many landlords are looking for work 
to supplement their dwindling in- 
come. One applied to me for a 
gatekeeper's job the other day. ‘The 
‘small landlord is up against it, 

‘Business is bad because the far- 
mers have nothing to spend. The 
landlords are compelled to sell their 
crops early to pay the quarterly tax. 
At least, the hand-to-mouth — poor 
have cheap rice. 

‘Our brigadier-general (brevit) was 
‘made a full brigadier last week. Tt 
took three days to celebrate. ‘The 
first day the officers invited their 
guests, the second day the city 
invited all and sundry and the third 
day, the brigadier was host to the 
‘tune of 80 odd tables. 

General Pan's men are holding this 
area but thinly now.

RURAL CHINA’S HIGH 
INTEREST RATES 


Fifty Per Cent Asked: Under- 
ground Savings Stores 


Nanking, Dee. 13. 

A detailed survey of rural financial 
conditions in China has been com- 
pleted by the National Agricultural 
Research Bureau of the Ministry of 
Industries, whose report states that 
the annual interes, for rural credits 
‘commonly is around 30 per cent, 
‘and in Ninghsla and Shensi there is, 
4 still higher rate, amounting to over 
50_per cent. 

‘The source of credit mainly is per- 
sonal loans, generally ‘amounting to 
50 per cent. and even as much as, 
80 per cent in Kansu, Yunnan, and 
Kweichow. ~ A large’ proportion of 
the credit is obtained from merchants 
‘and landlords. About 647 per cent. 
0 the loans are made for a period 
of between six and twelve months, 
‘and about 22 per cent for a period 
over 12 months. Evidently "short 
erm credit is the kind needed in 
rural China. 

‘Well-to-do farmers store their 
savings in underground cellars to 
escape robbery by bandits. Such a 
Practice is quile common in Ninghsia 
province, where the people call it 
“pressed' in the ground.” For the| 
rest of the provinces, most of the: 
savings are deposited in personal 
ends, such asthe landlords, mer- 
chants, and well-to-do farmers, while 
some savings are deposited in shops 
‘and very little in banks or co-oper-_ 
ative societies. 

‘The “hwei,” a Kind of savings or- 
ganisation rather than a loan society, 
encourages the members to con-

TIENTSIN BRITONS 
DROWNED 


Car Driven Into River in 
Dense Fog 
Frost Oum Ows Conmaronserr 


Tientsin, Dec. 17. 

Mr. Rodney Tipper” and’ Miss 
Crookshank, the sister of Mr, C. K. 
Crookshank’ of the Kailan Mining! 
Administration, were drowned in the| 
Hal Ho here early. this morning 
when Mr. Tipper drove his four-| 
seater closed car into the river dur-_ 
ing a dense fog. The tragedy occur- 
red at a point close to the British 
American Tobacco Co. in the former; 
Russian Concession, 

Mr. Tipper's body was recovered 
from the wreckage of the car thi| 
‘afternoon, but Miss Crookshanks' is 
still missing. 

‘The accident occurred after Mr. 
‘Tipper had escorted the other mem 
bers of a party, he had been attend-| 
ing to thelr homes. He was return-| 
ing to the French Concession in the| 
fog, and apparently drove down the| 
steep embankment into the river. 

Mr. Tipper was aged twenty-two. 
He was born in Tientsin and was the 
only son of Mr. Arthur Tipper, the 
proprietor of ‘Tipper & Company 
and a former chaitman of the British 
Municipal Council. “His father is now 
fen route to Australia with Mrs 
Tipper on holiday. 

‘Miss Crookshank's bag was found in 
the car, but there is no trace of her 
body, states Reuter. 

‘The possible outline which has been 
iven of the tragedy, states that ap- 
parently Mr. Tipper’ was driving a 
man friend home on Poppe Road, in 
the Russian Concession, after midnight 
following @ party.

Not 
only s0, but if this fat were produced 
here, tn the quantities possible, a 
revenue could be obtained from ‘the 
export of both the fat itself and trom 
soap and candles. 

Use for Waste Lands 

Here is an opportunity which our 
vigorous and progressive magistrate 
‘has decided will not be allowed to 
bbe lost any longer than the growing 
of the trees will delay. Already, 
there are over 200,000 of these young, 
seedlings  (Saplum sebiferum oF 














Condieberry) in the nursery

‘of the sprouts that come up every 
year from the roots of the trees that 
Originally covered all of the ills, 
would soon produce native forests. 
For this reason, proclamations have 
bbeen posted all over the hsien forbid- 
ding grass cutters to cut the volunteer 
young trees. This matter of issuing] 
Proclamations to the end in view is 
Ro new thing, but what is new as 
far as this hsien ts concerned is that 
the proclamations have been follow- 
ed up by police protection and by a 
constant education of the whole peo- 
ple as fo the value of forests.

CUSTOMS OFFICERS 
SHOT DEAD 


‘Smugglers Turn Machine-gun 
Fire on Officials 


Shanghai, Dec. 14, 

‘The dificulties under ‘which the 
preventive officers of the Chinese 
Customs in the north are carrying 
out their duties reached an acute 
stage last Monday, when five Chinese 
customs inspectors were shot dead 
and three others seriously wounded 
by machine-gun fire from a motor 
vessel fully laden with smuggling 
goods near Shih Ho Kou, Chinwang~ 
a0, according to a Chinese message 
received here yesterday. 

‘The oOlcers, who had been in 
formed of the arrival of a molor 
vessel smuggling goods from Dairen 
fo Shih Ho, searched the vicinity on 
board the” preventive cruiser” Pei 
Hai attached to the Chinwangtao 
Customs. ‘The motor vessel, flying 
the flag of a “certain country.” and 
answering the description given in 
the information, was sighted proceed- 
ing to Shih Ho Kou, and the cruiser 
Sed to the place in pursuit 

‘The vessel was but a short distance 
from the motor launch, when the 
smugglers opened machine-gun fire 

the cruser, killing Ave and 
wounding three ‘others. Fearing that 
further complications" might arise, 
the vessel did not return the fre but 
anchored to keep a watch over the 
‘motor launch which had reached 
shore, and the goods were unloaded 
by the smugglers, 

‘The killed and wounded officers 
were Immediately conveyed to 
Chinwangtao, It is stated that re- 
presentations have been made by the 
Customs authorities to the ofcials 
of a “certain country” in Tientsin.

IN SINGAPORE 


Strychnine Crystals Found 
in Nishimura’s Stomach 


Singapore, Dec. 13, 

‘The inquest was held to-day on the 
body of Mr. ¥. Nishimura, managing 
director of Ishigara Sangyo Koshi, 
Ltd, and president of the Singapore 
Japanese Society, whose recent death, 
in. mysterious. circumstances, caused 
@ “spy scare” which reverberated 
round the world. 

‘The inquest was opened, in the 
customary manner, without_a jury, 
‘and a government’ analyst created 
Sensation when he gave evidence that 
strychnine erystals, which had been 
found in the stomach, were the eause 
of Nishimura’s death. 

‘A small crowd, consisting mostly of 
Japanese, was present at the inquest. 
‘After the analyst had left 
witness-box, the police testifled that 
4 Japanese named Kashima had been 
found in the ‘Tokiwa gardens, on the 
‘outskirts of Singapore, at six o'clock 
‘on the evening of December 4. When 
‘questioned, he replied that his pass- 
port was in the hands of Nishimura 
‘The latter was summoned to. police 
headquarters that night and produced 
a passport showing that Kashima was 
fan employee of his firm. He also 
produced -a ticket showing that 
Kashima was due to leave Singapore 
Ina vessel sailing the next day. 

‘Nishimura, according to the evidence, 
returned to police headquarters the 
following day to give further Ine 
formation required by the police. He 
was giving evidence to the senior 
Aslatie inspector of the special branch 
‘of the police when the Japanese police 
Interpreter entered the room. and 
spoke a few words to him, the nature 
of which was not disclosed. Suddenly, 
Nishimura fell forward and collapsed. 
He died in the presence of ur 
doctors within 20 minutes of entering 
the room. 

No Strychnine Prescribed 

Evidence given by a Japanese 
Yoctor showed that Nishimura was 
normally in good health and had not 
heen prescribed medicine containing 
strychnine, 

‘Another Japanese doctor testified 
that he had telephoned Nishimura on 
the morning of December 5, remind 
ing him of a meeting. at eight o'clock 
the same evening at the Japanese 
Club, of which the deceased was 

Nishimura promised to 























widow, a petite young 
woman, also gave evidence. She war 
very composed and spoke quietly ir 
Japanese. She sald that her husband 
returned home at lunch-time on 
Yecember 5, which was unusual for 
him. After, lunch, he went to the 
bath-room and left the house at tw> 
o'clock in the afternoon, 

Mr. Fukada, a rubber broker, sald 
that,” on December 5, Nishimura 
endeavoured to persuade him to

Japanese, Manchus Held Responsible 


Moscow, Dec. 14. 

It is reported from Harbin that, on 
[December 8, the acting Soviet Consul- 
General at Harbin, M. Rayvid, handed 
to the Diplomatic Commissar of Man- 
choukuo, ‘Mr. Shih Liu-peng, a note 
of protest. 

‘On December 5, according to this, 
‘a messenger of the Soviet Consulate: 
General, Theodor Rovenko, was kid- 
napped ‘by unknown Russians in 
Pristan, near his house. 

‘According tothe statement given to 
M. Rayvid by Rovenko, two unknown 
[persons approached him, one of whom 
fhit him in the neck with a revalver: 
He was then dragged into a car and, 
with bound eyes, carried to an un- 
Known place, where he wag thrown 
into a cellar. Several Russians weai 
ing masks and calling themselves re- 
Presentatives of the “Fraternity of 
Russian Truth” subjected him to a 
brutal beating in order to force him 
{o give them Information concerning 
the work of the Consulate-General 
and the activities of individual em- 
Ployees of the Consulate. 

‘They also demanded that Rovenko 
should supply them in future with 
information about the work of the 
Consiilate-General and about persons 
visiting it, says the protest, Roven- 
o's examiners questioned him as to 
who of the employees of the Con- 
gulate-General was representative of 
the O.GPU,, and whether — secret 
eaves and hidden transmitting radio- 
Stations for communication with 
Moscow existed in the Consulate. 


‘Threatened with Death 


‘The protest continues:—During the 
examination, Rovenko saw in the 
hands of his torturers lists of ali 

















duties, their family status, ete, which 
could only be in the possession of 
‘ficial authorities. 

Rovenko noticed that one of the 
persons examining him resembled a 
police detective who had been re- 
cently watching the Consulate-Gen- 
feral and its employees regularly. 

‘Atter being warned that, if he 
reported to the Consulate-General, he 
and his family would be killed, Ro- 
venko was taken away in a car and 
thrown Into the street. 

‘On the following morning, Rovenko, 
in a very grave state, was brought 
by his relatives to the Consulale- 








General and made a report on what 
hhad happened to him. The Consulate: 











General has brought this to the notice 
of the diplomatic organ and_ police 
authorities, demanding a medical ex- 
‘amination of Rovenko. which was 
‘effected. Now Rovenko is undergoing 
treatment. in a hospital, 

Provocation Alleged 

“Informing you of the above, (says 
‘M, Rayvid) T cannot but regard the 
atlack on Rovenko as connected with 
the fact of open watching of the 
Consulate-General and its employees, 
and particularly of the employee 
Ranayev, by Russian White Guard 
police, against which I have repeated- 
ly protested before, demanding that 
the watching be stopped. In my let- 
ter of December 4. I drew your at- 
tention to the provocative nature of 
this watching, and to the particularly 
Provocative ‘nature of the fact that 
Janti-Soviet White Guard police have 
deen charged with this duty. I had 
also placed the responsibility for 
possible consequences on the respec- 
tive Japan-Manchurian authorities. 

“The above facts concerning  the| 
nature of Rovenko's examination re- 
veal the provocative alms of persons 
Who examined him, and give me 
every reason to state that there exists 
jan obvious connection between that| 
roup of persons and provocative or- 
Ganizations, to the existence in Man- 
churla of which Thad the honour 
to draw your attention. 

‘Therefore, in protesting most 
vigorously against the conduct of the 
Jspan-Manchurian authorities with 
respect to the Consulate-General, and 

iso against the attack-on Rovenko, 
T declare that the responsibility for 
this occurrence rests fully with the 
respective Japan-Manchurian authori- 
ties and i demand a most careful 
investigation into all circumstances 
and due punishment of its sctual 
inspirers and of their associates."—

Binsiang to Be Formally Inaugurated in Harbin: 
Administrative Changes 


Frost Our Own Consrsroxoeer 


Harbin, Nov. 27. 

Mr. ut Junghuang, ‘the newly 
appointed governor pro 
Vinee, concurrently holding the post 
of the Civil Administrator of the 

iL Area and Mayor of the city 
of Harbin, yesterday gave an inter- 
view to local pressmen regarding the 
future of the new province which 
‘will be offelally declared on Satur- 
day, Decomber 1. 

‘He sald that the staff for the ad- 
-ministration of the new  Binslang 
province have been almost entirely 
engaged, and that a full lst of the 
Administrators would be published 
very shortly. So far premises had 
fot, yet been found for the new 
‘establishment, and, ‘therefore, the, 
present premises of the Civil Ad- 
ministrator would be temporarily 
‘used for the purpose, 

‘As regards the Police Department 
it has been arranged that this shall 
‘be controlled by a governor of the 
Binslang province, but the Railway 
Police will still remain as formerly 
under the control of the Civil Ad- 
ministrator, 

‘The administrative reforms which 
are being carried out by the Gov- 
ernment will undoubtedly affect the 
establishment of Greater Harbin and 
very shortly many changes willbe 
made in the staf of the city. The 
Aifferent departments of the eity will 
probably have to be altered, some 
‘entirely abolished, and many new 











many members of the present Muni 
lpal staff, but it is not yet certain 
‘what sums these will reach, but as 
far as is known, at the present mo- 
ment the rewards for this year will 
‘be probably higher than those given 
out last yer 

‘Within a couple of days it fs prob- 
able thay the Government of Man 
ehoukuo ‘will publish the full parti- 
culars reearding the project of a cen~ 
tral market, This protect has met 
with ‘considerable opposition on the 
part of private wholesale dealers, but 
even if they do not agree to the new 
Proposals, the project will be carried 
out without them. 

‘The opening of the central wholo- 
aale market 1s expected to take place 
fon December 10, and there is no 
Feason why this should be postponed. 
as by that day large parcels of pro- 
ucts will arrive from abroad.

‘The question of how to overcome| 
the economic crisis in North Man- 
churla and more particularly in Har- 
bin Itself, was discussed in many 
ways, the result of the discussion 
showing that the general opinion is 
thet the Harbin market is in an ex: 
ceedingly difficult situation, and the 
future looks even blacker, as there 
fare no prospects of an improvement 
In trade. 

"The reason of the crisis was put 
down to the absolutely dead state of 
export of Manchurian raw materials, 





















































heavy railway tariffs and the many 
taxes which interfere with the nor- 
mal despatch of cargo. In former 
days when the clouds of depression 
appearelon the horizon high rail- 
way freights and all kinds of taxes 
id’ not “interfere ‘with the export 
‘as they do at present, when the 
country has fallen into sich a heavy 
depression that it is absolutely neces~ 
sary {o reexamine the structure of 
faxes and the rates charged for com-| 
munication. 

‘The meeting also recognized th 
the goods turnover was considerably 
hindered by customs dues which are 
charged on cargo carried on. the 
Sungari River, the meeting consider- 
ng that this’ was not normal. and 
decided to insist on the cancelistion 
of the customs rates. 

‘During the discussion it was dis- 
covered that all cargo shipped by 
the Sungari River is being charged 
with a river tex in connection with 
work for the deepening of the San- 
sin rapids, but the work has already 
‘been concluded, and now the tax is 
being charged without any reason. 
‘The meeting, therefore, decided to 
demand hat this river tax on cargo 
should also be abolished. 

Tk was further resolved that 2 
special petition should be drawn up) 
from all Manchurian commercial or- 
‘ganizations and that this petit 
Should be taken to Hsinking and 
handed to the Manchoukuo Govern 
ment. This petition will show the 
poverty stricken position of the Har- 
bin “market and "will make an ap-| 
plication for the passing of the above 
measures, which are absolutely neces-| 
sary, to meet the present severe| 
economic crisis.

Inner Story of Kidnapping and Murder as Revealed 


by Police 


Harbin, Nov. 29. 
‘The investigations into the murder 
of Simon Kaspe, son of the owner 
of the Hotel Moderne, I. A. Kaspe, 
have at last been concluded, and the 
whole matter has been handed over 
the procurater. There are 1,600

‘The investigations in this matter 
were concluded by Mr. Eguchi, Chief 
of the detective police, in the autumn

Ruslan, “Hs "conclusion is, weitten 
in chronological order, describing the 
crime and assessing the responsibil- 
lly of every person, “He concludes 
with his personal opinion as Head 
of the Criminal Department, 

‘Martinov, who was a police officer, 

he says, is a most violent anti- 
Soviet worker among local Russian 
emigrants, and was at one time 
working jitegally in the Soviet Union, 
Dut the results of his work were 
very small, owing to the lack of 
‘means, He ‘tried to secure money 
for his purpose, but failing In many | 
attempts, he decided to kidnap some|

“Last week we engaged on 
behalf "of Central University Mr, 
Edward Stewardson as professor in 
Modern Physics. Professor Steward 
son has been lecturer at Liverpool 
University for a number of years, 
Under this scheme of establishing, 
chairs at six different institutions in 
China, which scheme has been 
accepted and supported by the Board 
of Trustees for the British Inderontty 
Refund, it is expected that three 
more professors will be appointed to 
teach at Sun Yat Sen University, 
National Cheklang University and 
the Central Field Health Station, for 
the ‘next term.

TEST mobilization of the Shanghai Volunteer Corps was carried 
‘out on Sunday morning in ideal weather. About 1,500 officers and 
men responded to the signal which was given at 7 am. Operations 


ceased at 1 p.m. after a most successful exercise.

the ascertainment of the ability of the Corps as a whole to mobilize 
swiftly and to receive and sift information obtained in the course of 
handling a sudden emergency.

: Sarrendered Before Release

“The cause of the dispute arose 
about 1130 am, as the Japanese! 
armoured cars were returning trom| 
manoeuvres which had been hela 
along the northern perimeter of the! 
Settlement, in the Hongkew District, 
fand in the Japanese mill area in the| 
Western District. As. the cars were| 
centering the barracks a Japanese oM- 
er noticed Mr. Buchman standing on 
the pavement and taking photograpas| 
ft such an angle that the interior «| 
the barracks was included, He asked 
him to refrain, 

Refused to Give Up Films 

Mr, Buchman, however, —main- 
tained that, being: on a Muni= 

cipal road, he had every right 
to “take photography “and  con- 
tinued, ‘The Japanese offer then 
took him into the barracks, where se 
‘was asked to hand over the Alms ne| 
had taken, ‘This he refused to do, 

then got in touei 
at Dixwell Road] 


‘The Municipal Police were asked 
whether Mr, Buchman had committed 
any offence in taking photographs. It 
was an offence, they pointed out, tu 
take military ‘photographs in thelr 


not an offence in Shanghai, they ex- 
pressed their willingness to allow 
Buchman to go but not the camera, 
4s they must retain the alm. 

In the meantime Commander Ko- 
ture, the adjutant of the Japanese 
Naval Landing Party, had been sum-| 
moned, “ He also attempted to per- 
suade “Buchman to hand over his 
fHlms, but without any more success.

Buchman. This was agreed to, the 
camera was returned and the incident 
was closed. Last night officials of 
the American’ consulate were’ in- 
vestigating the facts of tho case. 
‘They refused to make any comment, 
‘The Japanese behaved throughout 
the incident with great courtesy. 

‘Omeiais of the Japanese Consulate} 
suid that the affair was of  mincr| 
importance and that they expected 
nothing more to come of it. 

Landing Party's Version 

"The officers of the Landing Party’ 
asked Mr. Buchman not to  take| 
photographs just there." a spokesman| 
fold the “North-China Herald,” 

‘and when he persisted, they’ tock, 
hhim into the barracks in order to| 
persuade him to give them the Alms. 
‘All the time Mr. Buchman was treat- 
fed courteously, ‘and he was free to 
Jeave whenever he gave up his film. 
‘The oficers finally suggested that he| 
should leave his camera with them 
and thoy would have the films 
moved and the camera returned 19| 
hhim through the American consulate. 
‘Mr. Buchman, however, preferred to| 
stay by the camera, and that was all 
there was to it.” 

OMcers of tha Landing Party wero 

luctant to comment. upon the| 
ineldent. ‘They told the “North-china| 
Herald” that they believed they were 
in thelr rights in asking Mr. Buch: 
man not to photograph the Interior of| 
thelr barracks, and afterwards they 
wanted his film only. Having got the 
film, they were quite satisfied. The| 
whole matter had been amicably set- 
fled, they said. 

‘Mr. ‘Buchman left the Japanes 
barracks at about 2.18 pan. 


JAPANESE EXPLANATION 


‘That evening, Rengo, at the 
stated request of the Japanese Coo- 
sulate-General and the Naval Land-| 
ing Party, issued an official statement| 
siving the following explanation:— 

‘A foreign newspaper man , Mr. 
Alexander H. Buchman, who,’ ap- 
parently had been reporting on the 
maneuvres held by. the Landing 
Party, atteinpted to take photographs 
of, armoured cars entering the tank 
and car sheds at the barracks. ‘The 
photographing of the interior of the 
sheds being strictly prohibited for 










The lattes, nevertheless, proceeded 10 
take a photograph, whereupon, the 
jguard was compelled to intervene. 
After a lengthy discussion, during 
which both seemed to have’ marked 
ldifneuities in understanding each 
Jother, Mr. Buchmtn was taken to 
fneadquarters, where he was formally 
lasked to hand over the negatives 
from his camera. This, Mr. Buchman 
refused to. do, The Landing 
Party authorities being desirous 
of ‘settling the matter in the 
‘most peaceful maaner and, in view of 
the difficulty Gn both sides in making. 
each other understood, saw no othe: 
way to proceed but to request M: 
Buchman to stay there while th. 
were getting in touch with the Jap- 
anese ‘consular authorities, who, in 
turn, notified the American’ Consulate- 
General. Mr. Buchman, in the mean-| 
while was permitted to communicare| 
by telephone to all persons he wished 
to notify. 

‘A. representative of the Japanese! 
Consulate-General immediately went 
to the Naval Landing Party head- 
‘quarters and saw Mr. Buchman, who| 
sUll steadfastly refused to hand over| 
the negatives. The arrival of an 
American official, however, brought 
4 speedy and friendly settlement, Tho| 
negatives were handed over by this 
official to the Japanese naval au- 
thorities and Mr. Buchman left the 
premises. At no time was he placed| 
lunder arrest or detention, being| 
lreated throughout the proceedings 
with courtesy and consideration. 

‘The Japanese naval authorities have 
expressed thelr deep appreciation of 
the equitable and considerate aititude 
of the American authorities and 
thelr satisfaction at the prompt settle- 
ment of this matter, to which they 
attach no further importance, 

Protest Against Detention 

‘A protest was lodged with Mr. 
edwin S. Cunningham, “American 
|Consul-General, on Saturday morning 
by Mr. Buchman. 

‘The protest was contained in a 
fetter which Mr. Buchman personally 
handed over to Mr. Cunningham, the 
etter being accompanied by a sworn 
Jamdavit. According to Mr. Buch- 
man, Mfr. Cunningham had promised 
him "to investigate the matter.

REVIEW OF CHINA’S 
BRITISH RELATIONS 


Mr. Chancellor Urges that 
Past Be Forgotten 


‘Mr. C.J, Chancellor, _speak- 
ing on Tuesday (Dec. 11) at 
atin of the Y's Men's Club 
of Shanghai, on “Some Aspects 
Of Sino-British Relations,” emphasis- 
fed the difference between the British 
Snd American way of thinking on 
political matters, and said that it was 
Very difficult io answer questions 
about the British Empire, which was 
living and changing association of 
Peoples bound together by a common 
history and certain common allegt 
ences. The British Empire was 
going through a period of transition: 
fo attempt to discuss it in terms of 
political theories and political in- 
Stitutions “resulted “in paradox and 
mental confusion. He suggested that 
Chinese students in ‘America, many 
ct whom studied political science, 
tended to get too academic a view 
of Government institutions. Return- 
Ing to China, they expected too much 
ghd found ‘themselves thinking in 
political forms which had no reality 
ta China, 
Mr. Charfcellor pressed the merits 
fof the study of English constitutional 
law and constitutional history for a 
true ‘perspective of the growth of 
political institutions and the reali- 
ties underlying them. “Me emphasised 
also the essential truth that different 
peoples of the world are found to be 
passing through different phases of 
development at the same period of 
time and he added that a different 
position on the time schedule should 
Rot be confused with inferiority or 
superiority. Attempts: unduly to ac~ 
celerate a people's development can 
cause disaster. A frank realisation 
‘the part of different peoples that 
‘hey are passing at the same time 
through a different phase of progress 
‘enables Intercourse between them to 
be based upon respect and under- 
tanding, but refusal to  recognisn 
cts often may polson this relation 


ship. 
Plea for Universities 


‘Turning to more practical consider. 
‘ations, Mr. Chancellor uttered a plea 
for more Chinese to. go to English 
Universities, but qualified this ple 
by urging that they should not go 
too young, so that they can establish 
themselves firmly in thelr own coun- 
try and with thelr own people be- 
fore leaving China, He referred to 
the system more generally adopted 
in'Japan, where students destined tv 
complete’ their education abroad. 
often do not leave Japan until they 
have had a practical experience of 
adult fe in thelr own country. 
Sometimes they do not leave Japan 
until they are thirty years old. “Simi. 
larly, Chinese students should find 
thelr feet in China, and should know 
ind understand thefr own country 
before going abroad. 

‘Mr. Chancellor said that he was 
a warm supporter of all attempts 
made to bring Chinese and Britons 
into  elaser sociation, “with "each 
other. “He referred to the part play- 
ed by the Sino-British " Cultural 
Society and also by the small Sino- 
British debating group of which he 
was a member. ‘He suggested that 
small group activities were more 
kely to lead to understanding and 
real contact than the larger assoc

Practleal Issues 


Referring to the practical issues of 
the present” day "in China, Mr, 
Chancellor sald that it was a’ great 
wistake to regard the” foreign 
‘management of railways, industrial 
enterprises, and foreign investments 
as being incompatible with national 
dignity and independeree ‘and to 
iMlustrate’ thie point he described the 
art played by Great Britain in de- 
veloping Argentina. He alluded to 
the gestures ‘already made by Great 
Britain—the abandonment of conces- 
‘sions and other steps towards new 
relationship between China’ and 
Foreign Powers. He knew that 
Britain's sincerity was often ques- 
Mloned and that the abandonment 
particularly of the Hunkow Conces- 
sion often was described as an op- 
Jportunist gesture, but the fundamental 
basis of British policy in China 
‘should not be considered except as 
part of established British world 
olicy throughout the past twenty 
years. He referred to the consistent 
Policy illustrated. in the gradual 
establishment of self-governing in- 
stitutions in India. Whatever” may 
be the immediate application of this 
policy sometimes ill-timed and some:

PRIVATE RICKSHAW 
LICENCES 


Revised Conditions Enforced 
From January 1 


‘The Shanghal Municipal Counell ha 
revised the conditions upon which 
private rickshaw litences will be 
fasued in future in order to bring them 
into conformity with the prineiples 
recently laid down by the Council. 
‘These ‘conditions will be enforced 
from January 1 next, except in re- 
spect of three which refer to the 
number plate which will become 
effective from April 1, 1935, 

‘The first of the revised conditions 
sets out in cioar language that private 
rickshaw Ieences will only be issued 
(a) in the name of the proprietor of 
the véhicle in case he utilizes it him- 
self, or (b) in the name of the hirer 
who hires for the period of at least 
Jone month, Furthermore, the licensee 
must confirm in writing when making 
application for issue or renewal of the 
licence that the vehicle is intended for 
his personal use, it being understood 
that it may also be used for his family 
‘and, in case of societies or firms pro- 
viding private ricshas for their pers 
Jsonnel, ‘that the vehicle shall not bo 
utilised by persons other than the 
staf. 

‘The Shanghai Municipal Council 
icence is available in both the For- 

‘Seltlement and the French 

mn. Private persons resi 

in the Foreign Seti 
ment must obtain licences trom 
the Shanghai Municipal Council 
Private persons resident in the French 
Concession must obtain Licences from 
the French Municipal Administration. 
Firms or other organizations licensing 
rickshaws for the use of their staf 
must obtain leences from, the Shang- 
hai Municipal Council if their prinel- 
pal place of business is situated in 
the Foreign Settlement or from the 
French Municipal Administration if 
their principal place of business is 
situated in the French Concession. 
‘With over 11,000 private rickshaw 
licences issued “in the International 
Settlement under the new regula- 
tions, the scheme is proceeding at 
‘most’ satisfactory rate. Tt is esti- 
mated that there are roughly 12,000 
private rickshaw coolies in the 
Settlement area in all.

Dr. Wilhelm Filchner’s Past 
‘Travels 


Dr. Wilhelm Filchner, whose work 
of exploration in China and Tibet in. 
the past has gained him an enviable, 
Feputation is at present in Shanghal 
reparing for a further trip. into the: 
interior. 

At a ‘reception on Sunday in his 
residence in Tunsin Road, Mr. E. 
Fuetholzer, of tae Transocean News| 
Agency, introduced "the - explorer-| 
selentist to many Shanghal residents. 
A review of a part of his life and| 
work follow: 

Dr. Wilhelm Filchner was born in 
1877 at Munich. After he had finished 
school he chose a military career and 
Joined the War Academy in Berlia, 
Soon after passing through this, i 
‘was, in spite of his youth, attached 
to the Prussian general staff 

His first achievement in the field 
of exploration, was his solo ride|

NEW CHINESE POST 
OFFICE SERVICE 


Commissions for Purchase of 
Books Undertaken 


‘The Chinese Post OMce has now 
Inaugurated a new service by which 
it undertakes to purchase books. on 
behalf ‘of the public. Regulations | 
governing the new service and a pro- 
forma catalogue of books to be 
purchased through the Post Office 
have been published “and can be: 
obtained from the local Post Office. 
Those who consider themselves 
eligible under the regulations and are 
‘willing to entrust the Post Office with 
the service may apply to the Head. 
Post Office for resistration. The reg- 
istration fee will be $1 per set, 
consisting of one or more volumes. 
However, as an encouragement at the 
time of inauguration, books registered 
before December 31, 1034, will be an 
corded a reduced raie of $0.10 per set. 
Books thus registered will 


cording to the aforesaid proforma. 
‘The commission for the purchase of 
such books is temporarily fixed at 25 
per cent. for text-books and 20 per 
Cent. for other books of the net prics. 
However, those publishers willing 9 
give more favourable terms with 
view to extending sales, are requested

Violent Fluctuations in 
Exchange Rate 


‘We have done it solely for the 
protection of the public,” was the 
statement made by an official of the 
China General Omnibus Co, to a 
“North-China Herald” representative. 
last Wednesday when asked about 
the reduction in the number of cop- 
pers now exchanged for big money 
on the busses, 

In explanation of this, it was 
pointed out that the official exchange 
rate of coppers to the silver dollar 
fell suddenly on December 8 to 288 
to tho dollar. The official rate on the 
busses was 300 to the dollar, and it 
was necessary to make a ’ sudden 
change in order to prevent a horde 
of people crowding the busses solely 
to make a profit. 

Tt may be remarked that a one 
section ride costs nine coppers, and 
had the exchange rate been lect as 
it was, it would have been possible 
to tender $1 and leave the bus with 
sufficient change to get $1 again at 
un exchange shop and have a profit 
‘of three coppers,

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CHINA’S ECONOMIC CONDITION AND POLICY, 


Country's Relationship to World Economic Crisis: 
Need for Development of Latent Resources 


By Lt Mixe 


General Manager of the Chekdang Industrial Bank and Chairman of the 
Bank of China 


(An Authorized Translation of an Article in Chinese) 


AFTER the international conflict, in the form of the World War, bad 

‘calmed down temporarily, its place was taken by movements of various 
kinds almed at fostering international co-operation, but very soon the world 
‘economic depression arrived, and for five years, from 1929 onwards, an 
‘international crisis has developed at an increasing rate. During the develop- 
ment of this crisis, various nation:, in the interest of self-preservation, 
hhave both raised thelr tariff walls’ co check the importation of foreign 
commodities, and also depreciated the value of their currencies in order 
‘by aggressive action to facilitate the expansion of the overseas market for 
‘thelr products. Owing to this keen struggle in the economic world the 
sentiment of nationalism has developed by leaps and bounds, and brought 
to an end the attempts to secure international co-operation, ‘The failure 
of the Disarmament Conference, the abortive World Economic Conference, 
and the deadlock now existing in the preliminary Naval Disarmament 
Conference all show how scrious the present international situation has

At this critical moment what 
‘should be done so that the danger 
to China may be averted? At a time| 
when the spirit of nationalism  has| 
hecome so strong the idea of deve-| 
loping China by means of interna-| 
tfonal co-operation is nothing. bettor| 
than a dream, and in fact is impos- 
sible. Since the Incident of Septem- 
ber ‘18, 1931, the balance of power| 

in the Far East has been gravely dis- 
turbed; all sorts of new difficulties 

hhave arisen; and the putting into 
effect of measures of international 
co-operation has become impractic-| 
able in present circumstances, The 
only way to secure salvation far! 

China is to adopt the principles: of 
self-help and self-preservation, In 
carrying out these principles we| 




















most of our natural resources 
serve our urgent needs. 

Every kind of activity should bo| 
based upon the idea of practicability, 
‘and with the expenditure of less 
labour should .seck to attain greatec| 
results. There is no doubt that the| 
fundamental activity of this countrs 
should be inclined towards agricui-_ 
ture. It is because China is mainly| 
agricultural and her strength is not} 
concentrated in a few cities that the| 
world-wide wave of economle de- 
pression has not so serlously affected| 
this country, European —countrles| 
which are primarily agricultural, 
‘such as Denmark, have also suffered 
less from the ‘depression, for 9] 
similar*Feason.

the gold standard countries, 


China's Foundation 


Recently China, in addition to sub-| 
milting to the torture of eivil wars| 
and aggression, has also. suffered| 
‘hatural calamities such as disastrous| 
famines and floods, and her rural] 
economy has now reached a serious| 
condition. ‘This can be seen in the| 
fact that China's Imports of agricule 
tural products amount in value 19] 
four or five hundred million dollars! 
‘a year. Our natural resources are| 
‘abundant. and, if we improve our 

rricultural productivity, there is 9] 
reagon why China should not  be| 
self-supporting in agricultural pro-| 
ucts. China's foundation is funda 
mentally agricultural, and, i¢ this is| 
Wdequately protected ‘and strengthen- 
ed, these problems of 
economy, the adverse balance 
trade, and sifilar financial questions, 
are not incapable of solution. 

‘AS part of our agricultural polley| 
the development of transportation is 
Indispensable, otherwise, even if 
production is inereased, it will be of| 
no help to the farmers, as surplus] 
supplies in one place will be unable] 
to relieve suffering in those place: 
where supplies are deficient. The| 
development of | communications| 
should’ be regulated with the idea of| 
transporting rural products, and the 
raising of funds for construction 
should not be at the expense of|

phasis of developing transportation| 
facilities should thus be. primari 
concerned with the — distribution 
of agricultural products.

‘One word should be sald “here. 
‘The ‘idea of developing China by 
Jmeans of international co-operation 
is one thing. ‘and the development 
Jof China's industry with the aid of 
foreign capital is another. No. plan 
to develop China under international 
Jauspices would prove workable, but 
investment in China by foreign coun- 
tries or by individuals on a purely 
Jcommercia! basis is by no means im- 
possible. “Yet even ‘so the principle 

which we should rely is that of 
if-help and self-reliance. First and 
foremost it is essential to strengthen 
the financial organisation of the 
country and to create sound organisa- 
tions so that direct contact may be 
made with, and services rendered 
to, foreign Ananclers. Foreign capital- 
ists will never be interested in China 
Juntess the bankers co-ordinate their 
efforts and establish good Snancial 
Jorganisation. One thing more should 
[be kept in mind. The flow of forcian 
Jeapital is almost automatic. if there 
is a safe and profitable channel 
Investment in China,

Chinese Currency System 

As to our currency system, the 
Jconception of money in “the minds 
Jot our people is still in the infant 
stage.

JArtificial measures of monetary con 
trol and political manipulations may’ 
be possible in other countries, but. 
jwould be wholly impractical in this 
country. ‘The recent imposition of 
the export duty on silver is only a 
protective measure against the heavy 
outflow of silver, and should not be 
regarded as artificial monetary. con- 
rol, as it does not affect the 
integrity of the currency system at 
all. “Tt is sincerely hoped that stu- 
Jdent of finance in China will study 
Jearefully the domestic and inter- 
national currency situation. and will 
not resort to advocating new and 
untried theories of currency control. 
}What is necded most at the present 
time is an absence of artificial inter~ 
ference, for schemes of an experi- 
Jmental ‘nature will only disturb con 
dence. 

T should like to add that my re- 
Jeent trip abroad was of-a purely 
private mature, and T was not en- 
rusted with any official mission. 
The Ministry of Finance did, however, 
Jask me to make a survey of the 
monetary systems of other nations. 
JAt a time when economic influences: 
Ihave ceased to control the monetary 
Jsystems of various nations, and they 
have been subjected to political 
regulation, acts and restrictions of 
various kkinés have been proclaimed, 
Jout no new natural monetary laws 
fhave so far emerged, and nothing in 
this connection is worth while copy- 
fing in our country. In conclusion T

TRAFFIC PROBLEMS 
‘The Overhead Railway 


To the Editor of the 
“Nowru-Cuma Dany News” 

Sm—As tho author of the Over- 
head Railway scheme for Shanghai, 
T have refrained from comment oo 
the recent publicity given by all the 
Rewspapers. to ‘Traffic conditions 
here in Shanghai for fear that 1 
should bore you and your public. 

T would like, with your permission, | 
to enter the lists again. 

‘Does, one would ask, Mr. S. H. 
Peek realize that land slong’ Peking 
Road averages in assessed value 
‘Tis. 150,000.00 per mow, and that to 
obtain a widening 100 feet long and 
20 feet wide would cost the ‘Rate-| 
ayers at least Ts. 40,000.00? And this 
fs only assessed value not market 
Value plus value of buildings. 

‘Whereas the cost of an Elevated 
Rallway would amount to Tis. 16,000.00 
per 100 ft of length 24 feet wide| 
‘and the cost of the Elevated Rall 
way would be borne by the Con- 
cessionaires and not by the Rate- 
payers who would " recelve 
Royalty from the Concesslonatres| 
for the use of a minute portion of| 
public roads. 

The public roads are _rapldiy| 
becoming more and more congested, 
Tt takes half an’ hour except at 
erhaps midnight to get from the 
Bund to Bubbling Well. It could be 
done easily and without danger in 
five minutes on an Elevated Road, 

‘As your contemporary the “Even- 
ing Post” points out, what is the| 
use of streamlined cars. that can 
Jonly proceed at four miles per hour? 

It it be important that we get 
from house to office and from ofice 
fo home quickly I suggest that wo 
Provide for It Overhead. and let the 
shoppers and loungers strolt ‘along! 
fon the surface and when they wat 
to get home pick up the Elevated st| 
the nearest station and be pleased 
at being able to do so after a tirin2| 
pligrimage. ‘How dreadful it must 
be for the “commuters” on the buses| 
and trams. 

‘They pay so much a month for 
conveyance to and fro and sustain 
the utmost discomfort in the process, 

‘The Elevated would give 500 of 
them a seat on any one train and 
et them home in a few minutes, 

Every big elty has its underground 
railways giving quick transit, Un 








ground is practically prohibitive In 
Shanghal but overhead is almost 
Himes. 


T am inclined to suggest that in 
addition to a railway overhead, 
additional roadways overhead be 
provided for buses and motor traffle. 

T do not claim that an Overhead 
allway will solve the traffe prob- 
lems of the Settlement and. the 
French Concession, but i; would cer- 
tainly ameliorate them. 

‘The British Minister advocates co- 
operation and it seems to me tha no 
deter opportunity of co-operation 
Between the foreign and Chinese 
areas oceurs than an overhead rall- 
way and roadway connecting the’ 
various districts with a view to 
‘mutual benefit. 

But if the Settement and French 
Concession are to be scrapped in 
favour of the Civic Centre, there Is| 
‘no point in advocating an ‘overhead 
railway because it will be 50 years: 
before the Civic Centre is as valu- 
able as the Seltiemeht and” the 
French Concession. 

‘With the Overhead! Railway as ad- 
jvocated by me the Civic Centre 
would within a fow years reach the 
Settiement's land valuation and there| 
would be no deterioration in the 
Settlement valuation. 

Tt Is simply a question of co- 
operation with a view to mutual 
bene or the reverse and disaster 
for both the Civie Centre and the 
Settlement.

Ships’ Chandlers in Court 


Ships chandlers and the troubles 
of men who literally go down to 
ships just in from the sea were aired 
before Judge ‘Milton J. Helmick. in 
the US. Court for China on Thursday 
when ‘the ease of Gudrun Jensen ¥, 
Ragnar Berbom respondent, came up 
for hesring. The whole’ dimteu'ty 
began in 1933 when the respondent 
‘entered into a written agreement with 
the plaintiff as manager of her ship 
chandiery business, alleges the 
plainti, through her attorneys, 
Franklin and Harrington, She 
seeks to recover damages of $1,000 
Per month or its equivalent in’ US, 
currency from June, 1934 to. date 
of judgment as damages for breach 
of ‘contract on the part of the 
Fespondent, and asks, also. that 
the respondent be ‘restrained fro: 
canvassing and soliciting customers 
of the Scandinavian ‘Trading Com- 


company owned by Mrs, Jensen, 
‘The respondent, in his answering 
petition and motion to strike, alleges 
that “he gave six months’ notice st 
‘his intention to terminate ‘the cor 
tract in accordance with the provic 
sions of “his contract, and that th 
agreement was terminated prior 
the date of the six months’ period 
by the plaintiff on the June 21, 1034 
He futher alleges that he bad been 
@ ship's captain and bad carried on 
Dusiness asa ships’ chandler in the 
United States and in other parts of 
the world, and that he entered the 
business of the plaintift, and sub-| 
stantially built up the business and 
induced many of his own customers 
to become customers of the plaintit, 
‘and that he continued his duties’ ac: 
cording to contract until the latter 
‘was wrongfully terminated by the 
plaintiff on June 21. He further al- 
leges that ‘the  plaintift withheld 
salaries, commissions, and "bonuses 


pending in the Norwegian Consular 
Court.” He asks. that the pinintif's 
Dill of complaint be dismissed, "Me. 
H. D. Rodger is representing the re- 
spondent, 

Severre E. Jensen frst 
evidence describing himself 
manager of the Norwegian. Trad= 
ing Company. He stated that he 
was, first brought greetings from 
Capt. Berbom, the ‘respondent, 
1931 by ships’ captains, and wrote t3 
the respondent informing tim that 
there was not room for two ships’ 
chandlery companies in Shanghai, tn 
1992, he sald, he became ill, and the 
same captains advised him’ to write 
to the respondent. This he did, with 
the result, after some ‘exchange of 
letters, that Capt, Berbom came to 
‘Shanghai and took over the business| 
while Mr. Jensen went home 10 
Norway. The contract with the re- 
spondent was signed in March 1083 
after he had had an opportunity to 
know "the respondent,” stated "Me. 

‘According to the contract read into 
the evidence by Mr. C. S. Franklin

eal opinion grew, it became inevit- 
able that this step on the road of 
decentralization should be taken. 

‘The frst broad conclusion of the 
committee was that’ of provincial 
autonomy, containing within it res- 
onsibility for law and order. ‘The 
Second broad conclusion was an all- 
India federation. ‘There could be no 
all-India federation without the effec- 
tive accession of a substantial num- 
ber of Indian princes. 


Responsibility with Sate

mittee might be roughly described as 
responsibility with safeguards. These

But with all the 
others lined up’ agains, them, and 
newsprint consumption on the Up- 
grade, they do not stand to benefit 
from ‘thelr low price. 

‘The action of International Paper 
Co. provided them with the occasion 
to make a most important pro- 
nouncement to their customers, In 
which they practically acted” as 
‘spokesmen for the industry. Th 
statement pointed that for the 
ast eleven years here have been, 
successive reductions in the price of 
newsprint paper; during that whole 
period there had not been a single 
increase. For over a year and a half 
now the price has been unchanged, 
despite the fact that wages in all 
lines, and costs of materials have 
jadvanced.

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IMPRESSIVE 
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TAKEN CAPTIVE

Since the revolution there have 
‘been approximately 350 mission- 
aries taken captive by bandits in. 
varlous parts of China. Of these 
about 55 are known to have been 
killed, while the fate of several 
others is still uncertain, though 
hope that some of them have sur- 
vived the terrible hardships they 
will have undergone is very slim. 
‘The number of hold-ups and rob- 
* beries is very much larger, and 
‘the number of narrow escapes— 
missionaries forced to flee their 
homes at a moment's notice to 
escape bandits or Communists—is 
even larger still. ‘These figures 
concern the adventures of mis~ 
sionaries only and do not take 
into agcount the numerous piracies 
‘on the high seas when foreign of- 
ficers and passengers have been 
‘carried off, or outrages such as the 
capture of Mrs. Pawley and Mr. 
Charles Corkran. They do not in- 
clude attacks and captures made 
in the CER. area, or the German 
wireless operator ‘attached to one 
of the air lines in the far west of 
this country who vanished. The 
death of Mr. Riley, “‘The Times” 
correspondent who disappeared in 
Honan, the Linchang outrage, and 
the Thorburn incident are’ also 
outside thelr scope. And it is 
possible that some outrages in 
south China affecting Catholic 
missionaries and about which it 
hasbeen difficult to obtain ac~ 
curate information in Shanghai 
‘owing to the fact that their hea 
quarters are in the south, have 
deen omitted. 











It may seem a somewhat morbid 
subject to dwell upon, and, there~ 
fore, the figures are given no more 
than as a matter of record. Much 
more interesting are some of the 
stories of escapes and fights 
which are occasionally heard. It 1s 
a remarkable development that 
such escapes have become 80 
common that those who have ex~ 
perlenced them consider them 
hardly worthy of mention. ‘The 
fact remains, however, that most 
of them ‘are epic " stories—of 
courage, faith, and the most _ex~ 
traordinary loyalty on the part of 
Chinese friends who stand to lose 
everything if they are discovered 
“in assisting the foreigner and who 
might avoid all attention by 
simply lying low. There is the 
story of the two British women 
‘who were trapped In un Inland 
clty while bandits ravaged its 
streets, committing all sorts of 
atrocities, pillaging and murdering 
at will. ‘The bandits knew well 
that there were two forelgn 
women in the place and they 
searched high and low without 
result. Some of the women’ 
Chinese friends had hidden them. 
When the search became too hot, 
they dressed the women in men’s 
clothes and, to disguise their 
colouring and sex, gave ther 
Balaclava helmets, those woollen 
contraptions that cover the head 
and neck and leave only a small 
part of the face visible. In long 
Chinese wadded gowns and with 
these helmets over their heads, 
the two women were put on to 
wheelbarrows and wheeled through 
the streets under the noses of the 
bandits, out through the gates past 
Wandit guards who were searching 
everyone, and so to safety after a 


hazardous flight over frozen roads. 








Some years ago Honan was one 
of the worst provinces in China 
for bandits, There were Red 
Spears, Yellow Spears, and a 
variety of semi-secret ' organiza- 
tions that terrorized the whole 
area, ‘Those were the days of the 
civil wars between — different 
generals, when a military com- 
mander might be on one side one 
day and the other the next, and 
his troops might be soldiers whén 
vietorlous and bandits when de~ 
feated, according to the turn of 
‘chance. Whatever they were, the 
sufferings of the common people 
were about the same. Protectors 
extracted as much from them as 
‘the outlaws trom whom they were 
protecting them, and the only dif- 
ference was that they were not 
killed quite so mercilessly when 
the soldiers were there. They 





/were robbed just the same. The 
country people of Honan organized | 
a kind of intelligence system 
which warned them of the ap- 
proach of outlaw bands. Then 
they would flock into the nearest. 
city with their cattle and every- 
thing they could take with them, 
and from its walls watch the lurid 
glare in the sky which told them 
that their homesteads were in 
flames. Along the walls of the 
cities the inhabitants used to light 
beacons to show up the ap- 
[proaches. No one was allowed to 
enter or leave the city without: 
proving his bona fides, as it had 
sometimes happened that bandits 
entered the city with the refugees 
jand opened gates to their 
comrades cvside. If ever there 
‘was a reign of terror, in the most 
dreadful meaning of the term, it. 
was in those days in Honan. The| 
missionaries were withdrawn from| 
‘the worst parts when the full’ 
significance of the situation was 
realized, but before this happened 
‘a number went through the most 
harrowing experiences. 








‘There were six major outrages 
in which foreign missionaries 
were concerned in Honan province 
Jduring. the month of November, 
1922, At the beginning of the 
month, six thousand bandits at 
tacked and looted the prosperous 
market town of Chowklachow, in| 
the south of the province, and, 
carried off six American mission- 
‘aries. On November 6 a Briton, 
‘a member of the China Inland 
‘Mission, was seized and carried off 
by a band that attacked Shang- 
weng-hsien. On November 8 the 
Rev. Mr. Borg-Breen and his five 
years old child were carried off 
from Hsi-hsien. On the same day, 
‘the Rev. George Holm was cap- 
tured at Chengyuang-hsien. On 
November 13 reports were re~ 
ceived that fourteen _persons— 
British, American, French, Belgian, 
‘Norwegian, Italian, and Swiss— 
had been’ carried off. Of these 
only three Englishmen escaped and. 
returned safely: the rest are still 
missing. On November 14 two. 
‘more missionaries were carried off 
from Chumatien, after a battle 
between troops belonging to one of 
the northern generals and the 
bandits, in which the troops were 
routed. Twenty-seven foreigners, 
including a five years old child: 
not @ bad bag for the bandits in. 
a fortnight! 











To skip a few years, until the 
bandit menace became ‘known as 
the Communist menace and there 
was an intensification of the anti- 
foreign activities of the outlaws. 
Up to that time the foreigner had 
been regarded as a useful person 
for ransom, but in most cases 
there had been no hatred of him. 
Afterwards the Communtst move- 
ment gave attacks on foreigners a 
cloak of patriotism and invested 
‘anti-Christian actions with a Mos- 
cow-made sanctity. The teak 
of this phase in the movement was. 
the outrage in Nanking in 1027, 
which resulted in the shelling of 
certain pomts in the city by 
HLMS. Emerald and the American 
destroyer Noah. ‘The proscription | 
of the Communists by the Govern- 
‘ment made things somewhat easier 
in the Yangtze ports and neigh- 
‘bourhood, and it says a great deal 
for the efforts of the new govern- 
ment in Nanking that, since then, 
disorder has been driven into the 
hinterland. It would be idle, how- 
ever, to look no further. In. 
‘Szechuan at present the conditions 
are every bit as bad as ever they 
were in the central China pro- 
vines some years ago. The gov- 
ernment has recognized this and is| 
taking action accordingly.

{st-bandits or the soldiers in oceupa~ 
tion. ‘They have no floors and doorr, 
if any are left, are few and far be- 
tween, most of these having been ear- 
led off and used for frewood, With the 
winter months approaching, the peor 
ple will appreciate more than. ever 
‘any shelter that may be afforded 
them, 

Action, oF social behaviour, and the 
general behaviour of the people one 
towards another, are of the utmost 
importance because nine-tenths of the 
furrows on the brows of the popula 
tion come. as a result of som 
ing to “put something  acro 
‘oppress them, or to exact more from 
them than trade can stand. If people 
can be made to recognize thelr re
